American Medical Association 


7] states: categorically. that boxing 


hhns produced more deaths per 
number of participants than any 
other sport. 

But much mora = far- reaching 
than death !s the mental and 
physical conditlon among boxers 
known ‘to the boxing fraternity 
as “slap happy,” “slug nutty,’ 
“cutting. paper. dolls’ or “not 
having enough brains to have a 
headache.” 

The amount of punch drune|.
